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‘HODIES FAST LOCKED 


ON FLOOR OF CHURCH 


Jt Was at First Thought To Be Case 


* of Suicide, but Death Is Believed 
To Have Been Accidental. 
Couple Not Known To 

- . Have Been Lovers. 
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Omaha, Nebr.., November 5.—Clasped in 
each others arms, lying on the floor of 
the pagtor's study in the German Baptist 
church, Oscar Berndes, janitor of the 
church, early today discovered the dead 
bodies of Rev. W. C. Rabe, pastor, and 
Augusta Busch, a missionary and assist- 
ant to the pastor. 

Death had been caused by asphyxiation. 
The room was filled with gas, a jet and 
a burner of a small stove being partly 
turned. 3 

The woman’s head was on some cush- 
fons. They had evidently lain in that 
position for several hours. There seems 
to be little doubt that death was acci- 
dental. 

It is believed that the pair had fallen 
asleep, the stove flame blew out and the 
gas escaped. The bodies were rigid and 
siiff and death had eridentiy occured 
during the early hours of the previous 


% evening. The coroner took charge of the 


remains and will hold an inquest to- 
morrow, 

Miss Busch ‘roomed at the home of 
Janitor Berndes, 235 Seward street, and 
Rev. Rabe lived at the home of Harry 
Dirksen, at 2782 Parker street. 

Not Known To Be Lovers. 

Yesterday morning Miss Busch went to 
the Dirksen home and remained there 
all day and until about 9 o’clock in the 
evening, engaged in sewing. She left for 
her home at the Berndes residence alone, 
and it is thought probable that she met 


that the two then went to his study 


in the rear of the church, where the 
tragedy occurred. They had always been 
good friends, but no stronger feeling is 
said to have made itself apparent to those 
who knew them. Mrs. Berndes supposed 
the dead woman was in her room until 
Mrs. Schalka. ho@sekeeper for Rev. Rabe, 
came and said Mr. Rabe had not been 
at home during the night. Then it was 
discovered that Miss Busch had not oc 
cupied her room. 

Each failing to return home during the 
night occasioned a search for them this 
morning. The janitor went to the pastor's 
study and found the door locked and the 
key on the inside. From a crack beneath 


the door he smelled the escaping 845. 


He summoned a police officer and the 
door was broken open. In the center 
of the very small study the bodies lay, 
the heads just a few feet from the door. 


Woman’s Face Purple. 
The woman's face was covered with 
froth and had begun to turn purple. One 
gas jet above the pastor's table was 
partly turned off and from 4 stoye gas 
was slowly escaping. The door from

The 
officer notified the coroner and the re- 
mains were taken to the morgue. It 
was thought at first that the two had

handkerchief and her jacket neatly fold- 
@d-on the back of a chair, The room 
Was orderly as though it had just been 
Cleaned. The letter was written in Ger- 
mah and when interpreted was found to 


be an answer to another letter which 


Rev. Rabe had received. There was noth- 
ing in it to indicate that the two had 
intended taking their lives. 

Around the front and side of the church 
building at Twenty-sixth and Seward 
streets a large crowd stood as the bodies 
Were taken froth the building. 

To Miss Ottolie Noerling particularly 
Was the death of the two shock, and 
the was almost prostrated.

Preacher Had a Wife. 

Rev. Rabe was & years of age and came 
to Omaha from Buffalo, N. Y., when he 
Was chosen pastor of the German Baptist 
church.

one son, Carl, of whom he often spoke 
to his friends. He was held in high 
esteem by his congregation. He roomed 


with two young men named Dirksen and 


kept a housekeeper. The parents of the 
young men recently died and Rey. Rabe 
Temained with the boys to take care of 
them. 
Miss Busch wag 31 years of age and 
been a missionary in Omaha for the 
five years. She came here from 
Chicago. She, t6o, was held in high es- 
teem and was very popular. She had a 
brother, believed to be in Michigan, but 
for some time shé had no trace of him 
Q@nd his address is unknown to her 
friends.

Deadly Shooting fay Occurs 
al Orange, Tevas, 


Bad Blood Between Chenault and 
Harris Results in the Use of 
Shotguns on a Crowded 
Street—One Officer 
Killed.

Orange, Tex., November 5.—Three men 
are dead as a result of a shooting affray 
here late today, and great excitement 
Prevails in this community. The dead: 

JEFF CHENAULT, 

CITY MARSHAL JORDAN, 

TONY JONES. 

Bad blood is said to have existed be- 
tween Chenault and Will Harris, a well- 
known young man, for some time. Today 
the two met, and, after a war of words, 
Harris secured a double-barreled shotgun 
and killed Chenault. Harrig ran to es- 
cape the fire of Chenault’s brother, but 
was apprehended by City Marshal Jor- 
dan, who was close at hand. While the 
officer was conducting young Harris to 
jail he was shot and killed, and his 
prisoner escaped. It is not known who 
killed Jordan, although there were a 
large number of people on the street at 
the time of the tragedy. Will Harris was 
later arrested and placed in jail. 

At this juncture his brother, James 
Harris, started for a near by store, de. 
claring he would procure a weapon and 
take part in the affair. It is claimed 
that Tony Jones ‘fAanded Harris a gun 
after which the former jumped into a 
buggy and as he was driving away ofl- 
cers appeared on the scene and opened 
fire on Jones, inflicting wounds ‘from 
which he died a few minutes later. 

The town was thrown into a state of 
intense excitement and further trouble 
was feared, but Sheriff Robertson firmly 
ordered that all saloons must close until 
he gave taem permission to open, and an- 
nounced that he would restore law and 
order at any cost. This statement had 
the desired effect, and, although the 
Streets are crowded tonight there docs 
not appear to be any likelihood of fur- 
ther trouble, 

Jordan was only recently appointed to 
succeed Marshal Jett, who was killed in 
tne discharge of his duty.

His comrades, who regarded him Mgh- 
ly, realized what they had done almost 
instantly, and have since done everytning 
they could to atone for the trick.

Sheriff 
Woodruff last night, suspecting danger, 
carried him to Talladega. When the 
mob came to the jatl Jailer Hubbard car- 
ried them through. They also searched 
the jailer’s home and cellar, but failed to 
find the negro. 

The insult occurred Monday at noon 
and the negro was arrested immediately 
afterwards. The mob was composed of 
about 150 armed men. 


At midnight everything is quiet except

Two Thousand Men and Boys 
Run Riot in the City’s 
Streets, 


Detrolt, November 5.—Patrolman 
George A. Schoof is suffering from con- 
cussion of the brain and several other 
police officers are less seriously injured 
as the result of a wiki election night 
demonstration by an unruly mob of 2,000 
boys and men that paraded the streets of 
Detroit during the evening. Property was 
ruthlesgyy sacrificed to bonfires, and sey- 
eral wagons and buggies were confis- 
cated, piled high with bicycle racks and 
every available bit of wood and wheeled 
through the downtown streetS, all in 
flames. Efforts by the police to quell 
the disturbance led to attacks by the 
mob, and the officers were forced to 
draw their revolyers in self-defense.

New York, November 5,—Official on the 
vote for governor Vary but little from the 
unofficial reports. According to returns 
made to the executive at Albany by the 
several county clerks, the plurality for 
Odell, republican, ts 12,387. Only three 
counties above the Bronx were carried by 
the democratic nominee, the aggregate 
plurality for Colép in these counties be- 
ing 1,011. This and the Greater New 
York plurality of 122,074 given to Coler 
was met and overcome by an up-state re- 


‘publican plurality of 135,972, the difference 


being a net plurality of 12,887 against 
111,126 plurality for Odell in 1900. 

Returns of the vote for otaer state offi- 
cers are sO meagre that it is impossible 
to say if the democrats have been more 
successful as regards the minor offices 
as in the case of governor. In some quar- 
ters it is asserted that by reason of his 
endorsement by the prohibitfonists, Cun- 
neen, the democratic nominee for attor- 
ney general, has made such gains over 
the head of tne ticket that he has been 
elected. There also are claims that when 
the returns for judge of the court of 
appeals are all in, it will be found that 
Judge Gray has defeated his republican 


opponent. 


The state legislature is controlled by the 
republicans by a reduced majority, but 
one so large as to admit of no doubt of 
the return of Mr, Platt to the United 


States senate 
The New York delégation in tae lower 
house of the fifty-elghtk congress will 
number 37, instegd of 34 in the present 
congress. It will contain 20 republicans 
and 17 democrats, whereas the present 
delegation stood @ republicgns and 2 
democrats, All-afthe more. noted mem- 
bers of. the delegatién have been returned, 
including Sereno E. Payne, chairman of 
the ways and means committe. 
Statement by Coler. 
Mr. Coler’s statement follows: 


“I think personally it would be a good 
thing to watch the official count up the 
state closely. Why don't they distribute 
McCuHagh men up there as well as here 
in Greater New York? Suppose the dem- 
ocratic ticket had received, say, in the 
neighborhood of 150,000 majority in Great- 
er New York, there was nothing to have 
stopped the republicans*from claiming 
the upper section of the state by at least 
20,000.

John A. Mason, secretary of the demo- 
cratic state committee, speaking for tne 
committee, issued the following’ state- 
ment: 

“We concede nothing. Odell’s election 
is simply a claim. We will not admit his 
election until every defective ballot has 
been scrutinized and every vote that of 
rignt- belongs to Our party is counted. 
The alleged defective ballots uncounte. 
for the democratic ticket by republican 
inspectors are more than enough to elect 
Coler. We .ave evidence of wholesalo 
debauchery and corruption in Orange, 
Oneida and Albany and Erie counties, anu 
in the cities along the New York Central 
railroad. 

“The detective ballots and the chican- 
ery practiced on the three judicial «is 
tricts where the republican state machine 
bent every energy to elect Attorney Gen- 
eral Davies is alone sufficient to chagce 
the result.

Dr Elwell was succecded by 
Warren A. Drake, an expert from Chi- 
cago, who testified that there were too 
many points of difference tn the disputed 
writings to warrant the belief that they 
were all of the same hand. 

Mrs. Stephenson, the woman who is re- 
ported to have made an affidavit that she 
saw the poison package mailed by a man 
who was not Molineux, was in court un- 
der a subpena by the defense. It is 
doubtful, however, whether she will be 
called on to testify.

Tells Democrats Wot to Be Dis- 
couraged But to Be Steatast | 


Charges John RB. McLean with Enif- 
ing Tom Johnson in Ohio—Time 
Will Prove to the People 
That They Make a 
Mistake.

Joe. Miller Confesses Murder 
of Gugie Bourquin and

EMPLOVED BY WHITE MAN 
WHOSE NAME GIVEN AS SAPE

Savannah, Ga., November §.—(Special.) 
Joe Miller, a negro arrested by the police 
this afternoon as an escape from the 
county chaingang, sent for one of the 
detectives after being lodged in the po- 
lice barracks and proceeded to unfold a 
story of crime that was astonishing. . 

“You got me,”’ he said. 
about as well tell you everything so you 
can have me for all.’

Miller said that he had been accosted 
by a man who gave him his name as 
Sapp. Sapp, according to the negro, wag 
white, and he treasured a grudge against 
Bourquin because the latter had killed 
his friend Farrell in 1892 and had shot 
some of Sapp’s dogs. Sapp, Miller said, 
offered him $2 to shoot Bourquin, and 
he accepted the offer. Sapp then gave 
him a double-barreled gun and five shells 
and pointed Bourquin out as he drove 
over a hill When the buggy with the 


two occupants approached near, Millet, 


said he stepped out and fired, killing 
Bourquin. 2) 
“You had better kill the nigger, too,’* 
Sapp told him, s» he shot Taylor as the 
latter was running. Miller said that 8 .

The next day Miller said he sought _ 


Sapp at a store that he had named as 
a rendezvous to get the promised $25, but 
that fhe white man was not there.

To 
no avail. He adhered fo his story. There 
are discrepancies in it, however, when 
compared with the facts, that make the 
authorities think the negro is tying, 
though with what motive they cannot 
imagine. Though it may be due to his 
ignorance of localities, the negré de- 
clares that he did the shooting 7 miles 
from where the bodfes were found. In- 
stead of the Louisville road, he says it 
was done near the Ogeechee road. He 
says Bourquin’s body fell from the bug-

STRIKE BOARD 


IN COAL MINE 


While Inspecting a Colliery 
Rush of Water Strikes 
the Arbittators 


GRIME-COVERED LADS 
CALLED AS WITNESSES 


Arbitrators Talk with the Boys and 
Gain an Insight Into the Condi- 
tions Under Which Labor 
Is Performed—Inspec- 
tion Over. 


Mahanoy City, Pa., November 5.—The 
anthracite strike commission ended its 
tour of observation of the coal fields in 
the Panther Creek valley today, and the 
members of the party will return to their 
homes tomorrow, and will meet again at 
Scranton on November 14 to take thea 
testimony of the miners. The biggest 
day’s work of the entire trip was accom- 
plisned today when the commissioners 
made a complete inspection of two large 
collieries and a tour of the region lying 
between Mount Carmel and this city. 

Six working days have been consumed 
in traveling from place to place, and the 
arbitrators feel they are now qualified to 
sit in judgment on the controversy be- 
tween the mine owners and their em- 
ployees. . 

In all, the commissioners have been 
lowered into seven mines of varying con- 
ditions, and have gone though several 
breakers. They have met the general su- 
perintendents, the mine superintendents 
and the foremen of the various collieries, 
visited and also have talked with the 
grimy coal diggers below the earth's 
surface. They have heard the grievances 
the miners say they have, and also have 
heard the company’s complaint. Besides 
this; the commissioners have gained a 
somewhat technical knowledge of mining 
in its many different features that will 
be of the greatest assistance to them. 
They wil] be able to understand questions 
“and ask questions where they would not 
have been able to understand them if 
they had not been underground. 

Taiked with the Boys. 

The commissioners’ special train -left 
Mt. Carme]. at,7;30 a, m.-and first visited 
the Potts colljery in Columbia county, 
several miles from Mt..Carmel. ‘it 1s 
owned by the Pailadeiphia and Reading 
Coal and Coke Company. The breaker of 
this colliery is different from those seen 
by the commissioners at other places. 
They went all over the building and were 
much interested in the workmen em- 
ployed there, among whom were many 
boys. 

From the Potts. colliery the train pro- 
ceeded througa Ashland, Girardville and 
Gilberton to the Maple Hill colliery of 
the Philadelphia and Reading Coalb and 
Iron Company in the Mahoney Valley, a 
few miles from Shenandoah. This is one 
of the best mines in the entire anthra- 
cite field and is equipped with all mod- 
ern appliances. Tae bottom of the shaft 
is 730 feet below the surface, and during 
their two hours’ stay in the workings, 

- the commissioners went about a mile and 
@ half from the saaft.: The whistle blew 
the noon hour just as the party came 
to the surface. At tne breaker near 
by the commissioners talked with the 
boys, whose faces were black from coal 
dust. Judge Gray and Bishop Spalding 
seemed the most interested in the lads 
and gave some of them small coin. 

From the Maple Hill colliery the com- 
missioners’ train was run down through 
Mahanoy City and Tamaqua to tae Pan- 
ther Creek valley. Then the arbitrators 
visited the No. 8 colliery of the Lehigh 


Coal and Navigation Company, of Coal 
Dale. The entrance to the mines was 


through a drift which is a aorizontal 
opening into the base of a mountain.

Macon Ga., November 5.—(Special.)—This 
afternoon at 3 o’clock Will Martin killed 
himself at the residence of his grand- 
father, Charles Canning, on Mulberry 
street. 

Mr. Martin was a popular and promi- 
nent young man, and the news of his 
tragic death spread like wild fire through 
the city. It was at first reported that he 
had committed suicide, but a further 
knowledge seems to indicate that his 
death was an accident. 

The young man had been at home 
since the noon hour, going to his dinner 
promptly and eating heartily.

3 o’clock he started out of the front door, 
when suddenly he turned back with the 
remark that he had forgotten something.

The tragedy has cast a gloom over 
the town, and hundreds of frends are 
much grieved over the affair. Mr. Mar- 
tin was secretary and treasurer for Winn- 
Johnson & Co., and was popular socially 
and in his business life. He was an 
enthusiastic member of the Macon Vol- 
unteers. Mr and Mrs. Charles Canning 
were the grandparents of the young man 
and Mrs. G. W. Robinson is his sister. 
He also had one brother in this city, 
Charley Martin. 

No possible motive for his taking his 
life can be found, so far, and his rela- 
tives think it was an accident.

One of the leading men of the 
city had this to say about the situation 
to a Constitution man yesterday: 

"“T don't know that I can say much 
more than that the article in The Con- 
stitution this morning under a Knoxville 
date line was all true—sadly but perti- 
nently true. In that article. you will see 
that the chamber of commerce has taken 
up the matter. Here in Atlanta the sit- 
uation is even more graye. It threatens 
the industries of the city, for there is a 
particular scarcity in steam coal which 
is the kind used by the manufacturers. 

“I know it to be a fact that the manu- 
facturers here are leading a regular hand 
to mouth existence in the matter of fuel, 
and a crisis is rapidly approaching. It 
is just this: The coal supply is short, 
pitifully short. The coal coming in, par- 
ticularly the steam coal, is in no possible 
Way adequate to the daily demand, and 
the manufactories are every hour using 
up their small surplus. When finally that 
surplus is used up, the inability of the 
coal-carrying railroads to meet the needed 
supply is going to mean _ suffering. I 
have talked with several of the leading 
manufacturers and they all agree that 
when the present supply is exhausted 
and they are unable to get enough to 
keep running it will mean shutting down 
or running half time. You know what 
that méans. It means that everybody will 
be affected more or less. All of the coal 
men have been doing the best they can 
to relieve the situation, but there is -noth- 
ing in the immediate present. 


Shortage in Cars. 

"You will find on the desks of all the 
coal men letters from the mines saying 
that they would be more than glad to 
fill orders, but that there is simply rm 
possible way of getting the coal from 
the mines to Atlanta or other cities 
threughout the south. Of course, there 
is some coming in, but I mean anything 
like an adequate supply. I think it will 
eventually result in some form of organ- 
iged effort to bring about a better state 
6f affairs and something will have to be 
done immediately. : 

' “Complaints made to the raflroads bring 
replies that they have had orders in 
the ear shops and locomotive works for 
months, but that these have not been 
shipped on account of the inability of 
the northern shops to turn them out. Of 
course, the Southern railway does by far 
the greater amount of business in this 
part of the country, and I see that Presi- 
dent Spencer is quoted as saying that 
orders for 2,750 cars and 100 locomofives 
have been in the shops for months. I see 
he is also reported as saying that a large 
part of this order, one-half I think was 
stated, would be ready for delivery on the 
lst of the coming month.

Comptroller General W. A. Wright yes- 
terday issued an execution against the 
Central of Georgia Railway Company for 
$8,160 taxes clgimed to be due the state 
on $1,500,000 par value of the capital stock 
of the Western of Alabama Railway Com- 
pany, owned by the Central and pledged 
to the Central Trust Company of New 

York to secure an issue of bonds. 

The execution was issued under an 
opinion. rendered by former Attorney 
General Boykin Wright to the effect 
tnat this stock is taxable. It has been 
placed in the hands of Attorney General 
John C. Hart, and as soon as an under- 
standing has been had with the Central's 
attorneys as-to just what property is to 
be levied on, the execution, will be placed 
in the hands of Sheriff Nelms, of Fulton 
county. It has been agreed that the levy 
shall be made on a certain piece of real 
estate belonging to the Central, and sit- 
uated near Atlanta. Back taxes are 
claimed on this stock ‘sufficient to make 
aboue $66,000 to $75,000, but for the pur- 
poses of a test case taxes for one year 
are sufficient. 

The object of issuing this. execution 
is to have the question of the taxation 
of this stock settled.in the state, courts. 
In the rdcent case of the Louisville and 
Nashville and others against the comp- 
troller general in the United States céurt, 
the same issued was tried, and an adverse 
decision was had from the court of ap- 
peals which held that the state could not 
tax the stock. An effort is now being 
made to appeal to the United States su- 
preme court from this decision, by cer- 
tiorari, and it is thought if the matter 
can be settled in the state courts fav- 
orably to the state, this would have some 
weight with the case before the supreme 
court of the United States. A final de- 
cision is ‘expected in the litigation which 
will grow out of the levy on the Central,

COUNTY BOARD DISCUSSES © 
SUNDAY LAW VIOLATIONS 


Members. Oppose Strict Enforcement 
_ of Law as To Closing Refresh- 
ment and Cigar Stands. 

_ Other Business Trans- 
' acted by Board. 


‘The question of violations of tae Sun- 
day laws was discussed by the board of 
county commissioners at its regular meet- 
ing yesterday, and during the discussion 
Chief of County Police A. Q. Turner de- 
clared that if the board would turn him 
Mloose next Sunday he would have 150 
people in the Fulton county jail before 
Sunday night. 

The chief cited the state law to the 
commissioners, declaring all refresament 
stands, cigar stands and other such like 
business, operated on Sunday, to be a 
violation of the law. He asserted that 
he could not stop these violations, as 
the violators would threaten him with 
the loss of his job and appeal to members 
of the board for permits to continue their 
business. He recited’ instances in whica 
he had been prevented from making 
cases by such permits. 

Chairman Adair and Commissioner An- 


| Gerson expressed “themselves as opposed 


‘to such strict enforcement of the law as 
would close these small stands on Sun- 
day at the different resorts about the 
city. Judge: Rosser stated that it was 
also a Violation of law for street cars to 
run on Sunday, but that such violation 
was tolerated to accommodate the pub- 
lie. Tne chief was advised to stop the 
sale of beer on Sundays and to. make 
cases in: other flagrant violations. 

“The courts do not stand by us,” as- 
serted the chief. ‘‘There is a great batch 
of bond cases stacked over there in the 
court house now that we have been un- 
able to bring to trial. If this board will 
turn me loose next Sunday, however, I 
will have 150 violators of Sunday laws in 
the Fulton county jail before nigat,” 

A petition’ Was presented to'the board, 
asking for the abolishment of ,Heard 
park, located near Pittsburg, and this 
matter provoked the discussion.

Chairman Adair characterized the place 
as a nuisance and aé infamous, | but 
stated that the only action the board 
could take to abate it was by instruc- 
tion to the county police. The other mem- 
bers of the board agreed-with him. 

County School Commissioners, 

Caairman Walter H. Brown, of the 
finance committee, was authorized to 
borrow $13,500 to meet the expenses of 
the county for October and.also. to nepew 
a $15,000.note for sixty days. Chairman 
Brown states that the°county will not 
have to secure another loan thia year, ag 
the taxes will soon begin to come in. He 
Says the county will have sufficient funds 
by January 1 to conduct its affairs and 
that he believes it will not be necessary 
to borrow any mormey next year.

GEORGIA IN THIRD PLACE — 
AS CANE GROWING STATE 


‘HE weather tocay is likely to be 
fair and cooler, 

In speaking of the weather due 
for this locality Forecaster Marbury 
said that the indications were that the 
present warm spell would be followed by 
a temperature considerably cooler. Noth- 
ing sensational, however, is either look- 
ed for or predicted. The rainfall yester- 
day was .77 inch. 

‘In connection with the weather reports 
The Constitution is in a position to pro- 
cure Official gtatistics in connection with 
the reports of the weather, and facts and 
figures will be given to show the way in 
which Georgia, agriculturally, has forged 
to the fore. 

One of the must self-evident truths that 
trust develop from a reading of these 
teports will be the fact that the farmers 
and planters of the Empire State of the 
South have recognized the great benefits 
to be derived from diversified crops. It is 
in this ‘particular especially that the facts 
and figures collected by Section Director 
Marbury are sure to be profitably inter- 
esting to every one who is proud of Geor- 
gia and is glad to have special reasons at 
Lis command for proving the same. 

The returns from throughout the state 
show that the present crop of sugar cane 
is a particularly good one. In this con- 
nection a few statistics proving the way 
in which Georgia haa forged ahead in this 
particular must be of pertinent interest. 
According to the last report of the ag- 
ricultural department of Washington for 
the ;ear 1899, the yleld from; Georgia was 
284,410 tons of sugar cane, an average of 
eleven acres to the ton. This atount 
when crushed amounted to 161,318 tons of 
sugar, molasses and sirup. In 1870 the 
reports show that only 599 tons were real- 
ized from this state in the production of 
sugar, molasses and sirup. The tremen- 
dous strides appear in the figures and 
needi no further comment. 

In 1899 there were 165 plantations that 
devoted the bulk of their production to 
gugar cane, whily there 224,631 farms and

plantations in 
cene was grown. 

In the production of this commodity tn 
the United States and her territories, 
Georgia stands third. Hawaii leads, with 
a yield of 2,066,832 tors of sugar cane. 
Louisiana ig second with 
and Georgia is third, with. the figures 
cited above. 

While ‘there is a. big discrimination be- 
tween the figures of Louisiana and Geor- 
gia it must be remembered that the cul- 
tivation of suger in ‘the former state is 
one of the chief industries while the 
crop in Georgia is, comparatively speak- 
ing, only incidental. 

While Georgia has forged ahead so 
wenderfully in her cane production, she 
has not stood still in the yield of other 
crops. Although the farmers and plant- 
ers, who, a short thme ago, were de- 
pending entirely or almpst entirely on 
their cotton crop, buying feed for their 
herges, cattle and other domestic animals 
and truck and other necessities for their 
cwn table, they are now beginning to 
raise a sufficient amount of truck and 
other crops to reduce those expenses to 
almost nothing. The consequence is thaf 
many are now looking to their cotton as 
almost so much net gain. 

This matter of producing a diversity of 
crops is rapidly spreading throughout the 
state and is one of the essentiah reasong 
for the marvelous: position that Georgia 
holds today among her sister cities. And 
it is well to remember that in doing so 
she has not neglected her primal resource, 
the growing of cotton. In this particular, 
also, she has made wonderful advances, 
and stands today the third state in the 
union for the production of cotton, with 
an average yield per annum of 1,270,000 
bales. 

Then there is )er wenderful growth in 
the produetion of fruft and—but these and 
other reasons why Georgia hag a right to 
be pardonably proud will appear from 
time to time in future reperts of the 
weather and agricultural departments.

London, November 56.—Generals Botha 
and DeLarey President

to aid the Transvaal and Orange River 
colony during the present fiscal year at 
$40,000,000, which ended in agreeing to vote 
the sum in question. 

Colonial Secretary Chamberlain, in re- 
sponse to criticisms of the measure from 
the opposition, deprecated pessimism 
over South African affairs. He said the 
fact that the Boer prisoners would all 
be repatriated this year would exceed 
the most sanguine expectations.

The heart of Atlanta is as charitable 
as her enterprise is great, and her es- 


tablished: institutions for the mitiga- 


tion of human distress are many, but 
Lave they kept pace with the rapid 
expansion of the city? There are evi- 
dences, daily 
crowded and inadequately equipped 
bospitals and refuges, that they have 
not. The larger Atlanta grows, the 
greater are the demands_of charity 
upon her citizenship, and charity was 
never more insistent than now in her 
just importunities. 

Among this city’s newer eleemosy- 
rary institutions none have stronger 
claims upon the altruistic pocketbook 
than has the Presbyterian hospital. 
Although founded less than two years 
since, this excellent charity has made 


a record of good works more than com-. 


mensurate with .its facilities, which 
are far from adequate to the demands 
upon them. This hospital was estab- 
lished by a devoted little band of Pres- 
byterians, led by Dr. A. R. Holderby, 
to meet the swelling cry for wider 
sanctuary for the sick and afflicted in 
our midst who have scant means to 
care for their needs in a providential 
visitation. Grady hospital has long 
been unequal to the demands ‘upon it, 
and it excludes non-residents, even 
suburbanites. The Presbyterian hos- 
pital was organized on a broad plane. 
It admits the sick from anywhere, 
with no limitations as to diseasé, save 
such as are contagious. Three-fourths 
of its beds are absolutely free, and the 
expenses of the others are largely 
nominal, based upon the patient’s abil- 
ity to pay. A competent corps of phy- 
sicians give their services gratis, and 
the necessary expenses have been re- 
duced to a minimum without detract- 
ing from the service offered. Notwith- 
standing its name, the Presbyterian 
hospital is in no sense sectarian in its 
conduct, and its present claims and 
necessities have outgrown any appeal 
tu sect or class. It is a public insti- 
tution, without the support of govern- 
ment, looking to the general public for 
its maintenance, 

The Presbyterian hospital has min- 
istered to hundreds of stricken. ones 
during its short existence, helping the 
needy without making them of neces- 
sity objects of charity. Its support 
has been generous, twenty-five mem- 
bers of the organization contributing 
$100 each annually, besides many 
small and irregular contributions. A 
band of noble Atlanta women are ex- 


-erting themselves daily in its behalf. 


But the Presbyterian hospital’s very 
existence is in the balance today. The 
demands upon it cannot be met with- 
out much wider assistance from the 
outside, It is bound to properly equip 
itself for,a wider usetulness. To this 
end a committee composed of J. K. 
Orr, J. D. Turner and W. P. Inman has 
been appointed to raise the necessary 
funds. The call is to the people of At- 
lanta. Friends of frail humanity, 
whether stewards of wealth who give 
lavishly, or givers of the widow’s mite, 
will find in this plea a. opportunity to 
exercise true Charity. Contributions 
made through the committee named 
will be properly applied.

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THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 


New York, November 5.—The hopes de- 
ferred of some of the large speculative 
holders of stocks made their influence felt 
in today’s stock market. And the renewed 
disappointment of these hopes was re- 
flected in the lively selling movement 
with which the market closed, and before 
which pricés declined 1 to 4 points lower 
than Monday’s closing level. In the 
mornipg spurt fractional advances were 
very general, and reached a point or 
more ‘in one or two prominent stocks. 
This buying was clearly based on the 
supposition that the elections being over 
active interest in the stock market was 
to be revived. There has been a well 
defined assumption amongst a _ certain 
speculative class that the recent semi- 
stagnation in the market has been due 
to anxiety over the outcome of the elec- 
tions. This class was made up mostly 
of the members of large speculative 
pools, which have constituted themselves 
the champions of various prominent 
stocks, of which they have taken on 
heavy lines with the intention of push- 
ing their prices to a higher level and 
then selling out at a profit. The history 
of the recent stock market has been made 
up of the letting-go of successive parcels 
of these large holdings by the pools. 
The ‘demonstrative buying at the open- 
ing this morning evidently came from 
these sources, and was intended to signal- 
ize the supposed passing of the period of 
depression. ‘The IHquidation, however, 


that met the advances was of*a character‘ 
‘to discourage all efforts to put up prices, 


and it was quickly demonstrated that the 
eet depression of the market was due 
to other causes than election uncertain- 
ties.

Mayor Mims Determined To Have 
Clean Streets, and. Chief Ball

Mayor Mims has opened_up-a corre- 
spondence with the c of police on the 


subject of “clear streets.” The mayor 
for several months has been trying to.

Chief Ball has done all he could to 
assist the mayor in his laudable endeay- 
ors, and the mayor has written a special 
letter to the chief, which was as-follows: 
‘My Dear Sir: I am glad to note your 
S0od work in your effort to have the or- 
dinanceg concerning the cleanliness of 
the streets and sidewalks enforced. You 
will observe that I have had the atten- 
tion of the people called to these ordi- 
nances in the public prints so that they 
will have no excuse for non-observance. 
You know these important provisions are 
embraced in sections 1086 to 1001 of the 
city code, which I ask you again to call 
to the attention of your men, that all 
may do their duty in their enforcement. 
We must enforce'them. Yours very truly, 
“Le MIMS, Mayor.’’ 
Chief Ball has had this ‘letter read to 
the members of the police force, and at 
the same time the captains have been 
instructed to read to the men the ordi- 
nances referred to in the mayor’s letter. 
“The mayor is not more anxious than 
I am to have the streets cleaned and kept 
clean,” stated Chief Ball yesterday. The 
police will assist the sanitary department 
as far as possible. I believe the mayor 
has struck the keynote of the situation 
when he speaks of the public being noti- 
fied to obey the laws, for after all it 
rests chiefly with the people. It is im- 
possible for the police to_see all the people 
who iitter the streets, but if any are 
caught they will be arrested and ar- 
raigned before the recorder.”

Shippers of Arrival of Cars by 
Messenger Service Instead 
of by Mail — Other 
Railway News. 


The announcement made in The Con- 
stitution Tuesday morning that the At- 
lantic Coast Line would, on Sunday, No- 
vember 9, put on fast service between Al- 
bany and Thomasville, connecting at Al-. 
bany with the Central’s ‘‘New York Fast 
Mall” and at Thomasville with the At- 
lantic Coast Line trains for Bainbridge, 
Quitman, Valdosta, Monticello, Fla., and 
other adjacent points, was received With 
great pleasure in south Georgia. 

The detailed schedule of the train be- 
tween Albany and Monticello, via Thom- 
asville ,has just been-announced by Gen- 
eral Passenger Agent W. J. Craig, of the 
Atlantic Coast Line, in the following let- 
ter to The Constitution:

Alexander Is Superintendent.

He 
succeeds Superintendent J. D. Clark, who 
resigned on account of bad health. Mr. 
Alexander is succeeded by G. U. Burton. 
The headquarters of both officials will be 
at Meridian, Miss. 


Rule Changes Announced. 

The state railroad ,commission has is- 
sued a circular announcing’ several 
changes and amendments in the rules for 
the government of the _ transportation 
companies under its supervision. 

The most important are an amendment 
to demurrage rule, No. 8, allowing rail- 
road companies to charge demurrage on 
cars after they have been “placed’’ for 
shippers more than two days, and an 
amendment to general rule No. 1, which 
makes it illegal for any railroad, express, 
or telegraph company to take up an 
office without the consent of the commis- 
sion. 

The portions of the circular relating 
to these rules are as follows: 

Rule No. 8&8 of the demurrage rules of 
this commission is hereby amended by 
adding, after the last word thereof, the 
following: 

‘Where, upon the request of an intend- 
ing shipper, a railroad company places a 
car or cars at a reasonably accessible 
point on its team tracks, or on a private 
track designated by the shipper, free 
loading time shall expire forty-eight 
hours (not including Sundays nor legal 
holidays), from the time such car. or 
cars are so placed; and thereafter a de- 
murrage charge of no more than $1 per 
car per day, or fraction of a day, may 
be assessed and collected until such car 
or cars have been tendered to the rail- 
road company with shipping instructions. 
If loading is interrupted by weather con- 
ditions such as are stated in demurrage 
rule 9, time during which such interrup- 
tion continues shall not be computed 
against the shipper.” 

Rule-No. 1 of the general rules of the 
commission is hereby amended so as to 
read as follows: 

‘Each and every depot, station, office 
and agency now maintained, conducted or 
used in Georgia by any railroad, express 
or telegraph company doing business in 
this state for the transaction of busi- 
ness with the public, is hereby formally 
established and located at the point and 
on the premises where the same is now 
being so maintained and conducted. 

“No such depot, station, office or agency 
as aforesaid, now established, or here- 
after to be established, pursuant to orders 
made by the railrodd commission, 6r oth- 
erwise, shall be closed, removed, sus- 
pended,: discontinued or abolished, with-

Messenger System Adopted. 

The railroads entering Atlanta will on 
December 1 inaugurate a messenger serv- 
ice for the purpose of notifying shippers 
of the arrival of cars. Heretofore such 
notices have been sent through the mails, 
and much dissatisfaction has resulted on 
account of disputes as to the time the no- 
| tice was received. 

The new system will eliminate this ob- 
jectionabie feature entirely, as the shipper 
on receiving the notice will sign a receipt 
showing thé hour at which the notice was 
received. He will have forty-eight hours 
from 10 a. m. of the next day to unload 
the car, after which he will be charged 
demurrage. 

It is believed that this new system 
will work to the advantage of both the 
railroads and the shippers. It will enable 
shippers to learn of the arrival of cars 
aS soon as they are fn the city yards 
and will thus put them in a position to 
get the cars unloaded much sooner than 
heretofore. 

On the other hand, the railroads will 
profit by getting the cars unloaded quicker 
and ‘will consequently -get to use them 
sooner. A freight car shortage is conse- 
quently threatening the railroads of this 
section and every effort is being made 
to get as much work out of each car 
as possible. Shippers will also profit 
indirectly by the institution of the new 
System, as the railroads will be able to 
give them cars much quicker than in 
the past ;

Among railroad men yesterday it was 
a toss up as to whether interest was 
greater in the national election or the 
election of officers of the Transportation 
Club. One of the most flattering votes 
cast in the club. election was that re- 
ceived by Commercial Agent D. W. Ap- 
pler, of the Central of Georgia, for mem- 
bership on the governing board. Despite 
the fact that he had declined reelection 
positively, Mr. Appler received 32 votes, 
almost enough to elect him. 


A joint meeting of the new and old 
governing boards of the Transportation 
Club will be held in the club rooms Mon- 
day evening. At that time final action 
will be taken looking to the enlargement 
of the club’s quarters by the addition of 
three rooms.
